MR. CALHOUN: Your Honor, he is present. It's my 


understanding that Mr. Wesley filed some motions last 
night, which I'm not aware of content of those, but -- 
THE COURT: Here do you want to take look? 
MR. CALHOUN: Yes. 
THE COURT: Mr. Wesley? 
THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: Yes, ma'am. 
THE COURT: Where are you?

-- well just my copy to Mr. Calhoun, so that he can review 


that before we go further. I understand that he applied, 
but did not qualify for the public defender. 
MR. CALHOUN: I can respond to this. Your Honor, Mr. 


Wesley, is -- I think he has done this before. There have 


multiple calendars in this case. He cannot get past the 


fact that I was in Federal Detention for two months, for 


entering the Capitol, and I have had enough. My position 


on that is, somebody had to do it, okay? I would do it 


again a hundred times, if I, if I were in the same 


Situation, that's just how I feel about it. He can't get 
past it, and I'm afraid if the Court doesn’t address this 


today, whatever your decision is, if it's adverse to him; 


we are going to be dealing with this for -- 
THE COURT: We are going forward with the hearing 
today, whether you represent him, or he represents himself, 


or if he has another attorney here with him. I'm just 


curious as whether or not the two of you have resolved th 


issue and you're going to be representing him. I just 


don’t -- 
MR. CALHOUN: I thought we had resolved it, at the 


last court appearance, but you know, here we are again. 


He's fighting me more than he is the State, and I just 


don’t think I can represent him at this point. 


THE COURT: And Mr. Wesley, I'm going to go ahead and 


handle this. This is 18R-324, I'm going to ask that the 


State to kind of go through the history of our scheduling 


of this case, and our efforts to get the case heard; but do 


I understand that the most recent efforts on your part, was 


that you made an application. You did that when? 
THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: On the 13th of April. 


THE COURT: Okay. On April 13th, you made an 


application with the public defender's office, and then you 


found that you did not qualify; is that correct? 


THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: She just told me that this 


morning. 


MS. WALTERS: That's correct. There were som mails 


and exchanges sent between Ms. Terri Larson, Ms. Garcia, 


and maybe the State on May llth. I guess that was just 


yesterday. 


That's all the communication I have. 
forwarded to me that he did not qualify.

THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: I had asked for Mr. Calhoun to 
get the transcripts from the August 4th case, when I first 
went to court.

THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: JI haven't heard nothing from 
him. 


THE COURT: Okay. Well I'm not going to continue a 


case for the transcripts. We would never get anything 


heard if were waiting on transcripts all the time. Was 


there something specific in the transcripts that you 


wanted? 


THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: Yes, ma'am. It was -- I was 


I have several issues, ma'am that he didn’t address. 


THE COURT: Okay. I understand your frustration with 


your theories versus his, but did you -- 
THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: My theories was facts, ma'am. 
THE COURT: Well let me ask you, do you have, do you 
have any witnesses that you intend to call? 


THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: No, ma'am. 


THE COURT: All right. Ms. Brown? 


MS. BROWN: Your Honor, the State is ready to procee 


We, of course because of the multitude of continuances in 
this case, we have had the witnesses travel and be here, 
fact the last time the witness was on the witness stand, 


when this matter was continued again, over the State's 


objection. Because of the motions that I saw, that were 
filed late yesterday evening, I did contact our officer, 
and just ask him to kind of just wait for a minute this 
morning, before he was headed this way. He is traveling 
from overran hour and a half away. 

THE COURT: Mm-hmm. 


MS. BROWN: So, I spoke with him previously before 


court started, and told him to start heading this way. I 


think he could be here around 10, is what he told me. He 


needed to change and then start his travel here, but 


otherwise we are ready to proceed. I would, I guess, 


potentially suggest the option. I can provide the

materials that I have, to Ms. Clark, or to Ms. Walters, I 


guess, I know that he does not qualify for their services, 


and they wouldn’t have previously prepared, but the only 


other thing I can suggest is, to the Court, is just to 
assist Mr. Wesley -- 
THE COURT: When was the case originally scheduled? 


MS. BROWN: Judge, the case was originally scheduled 


on August 4, 2020. It was rescheduled on August 17, and 


September 24th, and then also again on November 13th. Each 


of those time the State had requested a continuance, 


because we were waiting on the crime lab to finish it's 


processing of the near trafficking amount of controlled 


substances in this case; that is cocaine 26.158 grams. Mr. 
Wesley, was granted a bond because of those continuances, 


and I was trying to find the paper, so I could refer to the 


date on which he was granted that bond, and if I may just 


defer for a moment, I can get back to the Court with that 
specific date. 

In any event, he was granted a bond, so he was out on 
bond for much of that period, and that was at the request 


of course of his attorney Mr. Calhoun, who was representing 


him diligently at the time. Thereafter, in December we 


communicated with the office of Mr. Calhoun, and indicated 


that the crime lab report had been received by our office, 


that they had completed their analysis and we were ready to 


move forward. The case was continued again at that time, 


and I believe it was thereafter, on January 13th, were we 


were again back before the Court. I don’t know if Mr. 


Calhoun is still here? 


MR. CALHOUN: 


MS. BROWN: 


I was detained on January 12th. 


So it was right before that that. We were 


attempting to communicate with him, and of course that was 


the reason why we didn’t hear back. So, at that point the 


case was continued, and certainly not at the fault of Mr. 


Wesley, but because we were aware of the circumstances of 


his attorney's inability to be here; and I don’t recall 


what one of the judges was sitting at that time, but he was 


instructed to essentially start making other plans. 


Again, thereafter, Judge, it was continued, 


rescheduled for February 19th, again Mr. Wesley was 


instructed to make other plans as far as representation. I 


think it was at that time we had received, or Mr. Wesley 


actually brought with him a copy of some letters that had 


been sent by Mr. 


Calhoun's Office, to some of his clients. 


At that point again, the Court spoke with Mr. Wesley about 


making other arrangements for his representation. We were 


again back on April 13th, I think the February 19th date 


was when Mr. Wesley was instructed specifically to apply 


for the Public Defender's services. He of course did not 


do that, and it was rescheduled for some two months later, 


April 13th. It appears that's the date that he actually 


made application, 


t was filed with 


H- 


or that's the date that 


the Clerk's Office. At that point, Your Honor, it was 
rescheduled again for -- 

MR. CALHOUN: I don’t think it happened on April 13th, 
but it was moved to May -- 


MS. BROWN: That's right. I'm in correct, Judge. It 


was the February date, that he was instructed to apply with 
the public defender's office, and then he applied on the 
date of that last hearing, April 13th. It was rescheduled 
again for today. April 13th being -- 


MR. CALHOUN: It didn't happen in March, so then it 


was moved to April, and that's when he appeared was in a 


April. SOs. 

THE COURT: When did I instruct him to apply with the 
public defender? 

MS. BROWN: Well he was first instructed by Judge 
Hughes. I remember it specifically. He was informed that 


he hearing would go forward no matter what, the next time 


we were there, and that didn't happen, because he was here 
without an attorney. 

THE COURT: Yeah. 

MS. BROWN: But if I recall correctly, Judge, that 
began back in January, and again in February. 

THE COURT: Okay. Ms. Clark? 


MS. WALTERS: In reviewing, it looks like he filed out 


his application on April 12th, April 13th. He filled it 


out on the 12th, sent it to the Clerk on April 13th. 


Terri, our Chief Admin, got on it on May 11th. That's when 


she sent me at 7 a.m. and said that he did not qualify. 


THE COURT: Okay. 
MS. WALTERS: So, that's our record of it. 
THE COURT: Okay. 


MS. BROWN: I guess it must not have made its way to 


the public defender's office at that time? 


THE COURT: Well he sent it to the wrong place. 


MS. WALTERS: He sent it to the Clerk. 


DEPUTY CLERK: He did come to the Clerk's Office. I 


specifically instructed him that he still had to go and 


turn it in. I even kept a copy in our records, and gave 


him back the original, so he could turn that in to the 


Public Defender's Office. 


THE COURT: All right. 


MS. BROWN: And I recall specifically, Judge Hughes, 


we discussed the where the Public Defender's Office was 


located, if he wasn’t going to make that application with 


them that day. 

THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: THE Public Defender's Office is 
not open. 

MS. CLARK: Our office -- 

THE DEFENDANT WESLEY: The 16th Avenue office is not 


open. 


MS. CLARK: Our office is open, we have limited hours 


to the public. 


THE COURT: And you have that posted? 
MS. CLARK: We do. 


THE COURT: Okay. All right, Ms. Clark, I'm going to 


ask your office to review the file, on Mr. Wesley. Ms. 


Brown has indicated that she will provide a copy of that 


for you, the discovery I guess that would be in the case, 


and ask that you review it, and then we will decided later 


today whether or not we are going to go forward with the 
hearing today. 

MS. CLARK: So, are you appointing our office to -- 

THE COURT: I am appointing your office to represent 
Mr. Wesley. 

MS. CLARK: Yes, Your Honor. 


MS. BROWN: I guess the officer is still on the way 


so, he may be arriving soon. 

THE COURT: My intention at this point is to go 
forward with the case. 

MS. CLARK: I'm not sure that we will be prepared to 
go forward. 

THE COURT: I understand that. If you will just take 


a look. 


All right, Mr. Wesley, I find that you actions are dilatory 


and you have obstructed the Court, in getting this matter 
taken care of, I am at this time revoking your probation 


bond. So, you need to stay here in the Courtroom, you are 


going into custody, and we will decide whether or not we 


are going to go forward with the hearing itself, it kind of 


depends on how complicated the Public Defender's Office 
feels it would in defending your case. They will need to 
discuss with you what your options are, in that regard, but 
at this time your bond is revoked. 

MR. CALHOUN: May I be excused, Your Honor? 

THE COURT: Yes, you are excused. 


MR. CALHOUN: Thank you.
